Electrons Fill In 
For X-Ray Deticiency

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—(#)—Electrons are taking over where X-rays 
leave off to show the mysteries of some industrial processes that de- 
pend on surfaces and almost unimaginably thin films covering them. 


The electrons take photographs 
of surfaces too thin for X-rays to 
show anything useful. The tech- 
niques are in use at the University 
of Michigan in the laboratory of 
Dr. Lawrence O. Brockway, Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry. 


Flectron photographs are not 


irpages of the things pictured. They | wijjow Run bomber plant 
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are pictures of small round suns 
with a number of haloes around 
them in rings or in spots. But the 
haloes show what kind of mole- 
cules form the object of which the 
picture is taken, and how the mole- 
cules are arranged. 

During the war, at the great 


spot 
welding was used on the big 
planes. A spot weld is a small 
round spot where two layers of 
metal fuse. It replaces rivets and 
adds smoothness to wings and 
fuselages. 


Occasionally these spots refused 
to weld. The trouble was attribut- 
ed to corrosion on the metal sur- 
face. To cure this, the metal sheets 
were dipped in acid to remove 
the corrosion, The remedy worked, 
but not because the acid cleaned 
the metal as supposed. Actually 
the acid failed to clean. This was 
disclosed by the electron pictures. 
The acid bath merely removed one 
kind of corrosion and replaced it 
with another, different kind. But 
the second layer did not interfere 
with welding. 

The electron photographs show 
such things as molecules standing 
on end on glass. Sometimes the 


molecules stand straight up and, 


sometimes lean at angles. 

The photographs are used in- 
dustrially to learn how completely 
a metal surface is cleaned by an 
electrical process. Frequently the 
electrons reveal the presence of an 
unsuspected impurity in the elec- 
trolytic fluid that spots the sur- 
face with invisible stains. 


One case of trouble in paint-. 
ing iron was traced to paraffin | 


paper lining the barrels in which 
the cleaning compound was ship- 
ped. A little oil from the paraffin 
interfered with the bonding be 
tween the surface and the paint. 


Another puzzle was in gasoline 
gauges. These measure the fuel 
in tanks with the aid of two elec- 
trical contact points. The points 
were sealed inside of tubes but 
they would turn black and fail 
to work. There was not enough

on atomic research, have reproduced the famed Northern Lights 
artificially—by accident. This strangely beautiful phenomenon 
of night skies in the Far North long has mystified scientists. 


The current discovery by 


Prof. Hannes Alfven and Dr. 


Karl Gustav Malmfors, of Stockholm Technical College, ap- 


pears to vindicate the theory 


of two Norwegian physicists, 


Birkeland and Stoermer, who at the turn of the century, sug- 
gested that the Aurora Borealis was the result of electrically 
charged particles radiated by the sun penetrating the stratos- 
sphere and there vibrating circularly under the influence of the 


earth’s magnetic field. 


The science editor of Svenska Dagbladet, of Stockholm, 
reports that the phenomenon was produced artificially by the 
acceleration of electrons in a magnetic field. A small mag- 
netized ball of steel, covered with fluorescent powder, revolved 
in a vacuum between two positively and negatively charged 


metal plates. 


Luminous circles soon appeared above the globe 


which perfectly resembled the Northern Lights. 


A possible conclusion from 


these findings is that magnetic 


storms as well as the Aurora Borealis are caused by the earth’s 


rolling into the edge of great cosmic clouds resultin 


mighty eruptions of the sun.

Royal Family Will Tour 


Africa in Rolling Palace

BIRMINGHAM, England—(?)—The British Royal family will ride 
in a veritable palace on wheels on its tour of South Africa early 


next year. 

Although their train is painted 
cream and gold, the royal rolling 
stock is called “The White Train.” 
After the tour the cars used ex- 
clusively by the King and Queen 
and Princesses Elizabeth and 
Margaret will be transferred to 
the Governor General's “White 
Train,” ' 

The eight royal coaches being 
manufactured in Birmingham are 
the last word in luxury, comfort 
and efficiency, complete with ra- 
dio, telephones, air conditioning, 
private baths and all the amenities 
of home life and stately occasions. 

The King’s coach—‘“R9’’—con- 
tains a study, a stateroom and ad- 
joining bath, a workroom for the

The lounge has a 
silver and gold background and 
will serve as the royal living 
room, 

The Queen’s stateroom is pan- 
elled with quilted maple and wal- 
nut. It has a wardrobe with slid- 
ing tray, drawers and long mir- 
ror, and a dressing table in syca- 
more and walnut, 

Her. Majesty’s dressing stool, 
easy chair and bedspread are in 
powder blue, with curtains to 
match and an English handmade 
carpet, As in the King’s stateroom, 
the windows are covered with fine 
net curtains. 

The Queen’s bathroom has 
cream walls with light green bath 
and fittings. 

Princess Elizabeth and Princess 
Margaret have a stateroom each, 
decorated alike in bird’s-eye maple 
and a light shade of blue, Each 
has a panelled bed, a fitted ward- 
robe in sycamore and mahogany, 
and long mirrors. Each Princess 
has a bathroom of her own, with 
cream walls and green porcelain 
fittings. 

In both the Queen’s and the 
Princesses’ coaches are rooms for 
ladies-in-waiting and separate com- 
partments for the royal maids. 

Electric irons and other modern 
equipment are installed for the 
royal staff's work. Every com- 
partment in the train has its own 
clock. They have ben running for 
a month to test their accuracy. 
All compartments are connected 
by telephone. 

Rare African woods have been 
used in the compartments of the 
King’s secretary and staff who 
have their own car, complete with 
lounge and card tables. 

Two coaches of the Royal Train 
will be mged by Field Marshal Jan 
ChPistian Smuts, Prime Minister 
of the Union of South Africa. 

The other coaches of the 14- 
car train will comprise a lounge, 
dining saloons, kitchens and van 
(baggage car). 

The pilot train, also of 14 cars, 
which will precede the Royal 
Train over all routes, will ac- 
commodate Government and rail- 
way officials and the press. 

Wireless communication  be- 
tween the two trains and a high- 
speed short-wave wireless trans- 
mitter and keying equipment, as 
well as a short-wave receiver on 
the pilot train, are modern pro- 
vision for the safety and conve- 
nience of the royal family, All 
the coaches are of all-steel design. 

But while there is everything 
for efficiency of operation, the 
train has few, if any, gadgets. By 
the Queen’s oWn orders there are 
not even ashtrays in her bed- 
room and bath.

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Peace on the Labor Front 


Christmas week has seen the fewest 
workers on strike in this country since 
V-J Day. 

Less than 40,000 persons are currently 
involved in walkouts. This is only a fifth 
of the number on strike a year ago. It is 
but a minor percentage of the total at the 
strike peak for the year. 

Still, 1946 has been a tumultuous year 
on the labor front. Nearly 5,000,000 per- 
sons were involved in work stoppages in 
this country at one time or another dur- 
ing the year. This; of course, is an all-time 
high, surpassing by far the worst pre- 
vious year, 1919. 

There were 112,000,000 man-days lost 
in strikes during 1946. This is only approx- 
imately 142 percent of the time which 
normally would have been worked dur- 
ing the vear, but it is still far too much. 

The present absence of strikes is un- 
coubtedly attributable in some degree to 
@ growing realization on the part of labor 
that it has dissipated much of its pub- 
lic good will through jurisdictional walk- 
outs and other ill-considered excesses. 


Miracles Are Not Ended 


At Christmastime there is much dis- 
cussion of the Scriptures. And there is 
a habitual agreement that there have been 
no miracles since the days when the 
Savior walked the earth. 

The greatest miracle of Christ, or cer- 
tainly one of the greatest, was restoring 
sight to the blind. 

Yet, a few days before Christmas, 
surgeons took the corneas from the eyes 
of a child, born dead, and stitched them 
into the eyes of a child blind for 14 years. 
On Christmas Day the child could see. 

In hospitals the world over doctors 
gave to patients dying of pneumonia a 
drug called penicillin and watched them 
come back to life. 


The Lesson of France 


Frenchmen who died in 1918 no doubt 
died thanking a merciful God that France 
was secure, one of the great world powers, 
victorious in the most tragic and momen- 
tous war of all times. 

But Destiny, or historical currents, 
have a way of mocking man’s hopes and 
the ambitions of great plotters and lead- 
ers. 

Jn Tuesday, Christmas Eve, the Fourth 
French ‘Republic was launched. It is a 
weak, stumbling government. Its money 
is almost valueless. Its army, hailed as 
late as 1940 as the finest in the world, 
is feeble and dependent upon Allies for 


And it also may well stem from fear 
of congressional reprisal now that the Re- 
publicans are in control of both houses. 


One can only guess at the number of 
man-hours which might have been added 
to the reconversion effort had the last 
Congress enacted the labor legislation sug- 
gested by the President early in the year. 
But one may be sure that congressional 
refusal to pass some such restrictive 
measure played no small part in the sub- 
sequent defeat of a great many members 
of both House and Senate. 


Thus it is that the forthcoming session 
undoubtedly will see the introduction of 
a number of labor bills. And, barring an 
unexpected change of heart on the part 
of Congress and the public, at least a por- 
tion of the proposed bills will be passed. 


Still, labor is to be congratulated upon 
the fact so few strikes now mar the indus- 
trial scene. If the condition continues, 
there will be much less disposition to 
pass overly stringent measures. 


In other hospitals physicians . injected 
heavy dosages of adrenalin into persons 
whose pulse had stopped from injury and 
shock, and watched life come pulsing 
back. 


Surgeons did operations on injured 
hearts, the miracle of birth occurred day 
and night, and miracles which would have 
astounded the peoples of the time of 
Christ, were accepted without notice. 


All forget that had it not been for the 
great influence of Christ, the world even 
now would be: in darkness of ignorance 
and superstition as, indeed, great portions 
of it still are because of man’s failure 
to use adequately the gift of Christ.

He calculated a little as to how many cans of a given 
delicacy stood on one shelf and he watched the man from a bakery 
wagon replenish the stock of bread loafs, piled in windrows of 
lenty.

moving one by one past the cashiers’ counters, cheerfully paying 
for their purchases and, most of them, requiring one or two lads to 
assist in staggering out to the family car with the assortment of 
good eatables.

his temporary home. 
And All of us, who know anything of conditions overseas, know 


he was speaking closely to the literal truth. 
Britain is, today, in worse plight for food 


In Worse Plight than she was during the actual war years. 
Short of food though she may be, we know there are other coun- 
tries lacking even more of the necessities of life. War's end has 
not brought surcease from war’s tragedy and suffering. All around 
the globe, wherever the foul fingers of Mars touched humanity, 
there is still hunger, there is still sorrow, there is still death. Death 
too often from starvation. 

Many people in Britain say their lacks are due to over-gen- 
erosity in sending foodstuffs to the hungry nations of Europe. Per- 
haps there is basis for that complaint. 

We in the United States knew, in a fractional sort of way, food 
shortages during the war. Occasionally, even today, there is some 
particular item we would like not to be found,on the grocery 
shelves. We .need never, however, go hungry for this reason. 
There is always some other food to take the place of the one miss- 
ing. We have the basic staples, bread and flour and meat, etc. 
Sugar is the only food still rationed and even there no one has yet 
suffered seriously for lack of short sweetening. 

We can still say, in the words of the Pharisee, “Thank God we 
are not as other men,” in regard to our food supplies. If conscience 
pricks as we contemplate our own plenty and think of those who 
are starving, it is good to know conscience still lives.

Armed Forces Unification? 


WASHINGTON—Something may at last be done about the uni- 
fication of the armed services as a result of one of those chains of 
accidents which, in our disheveled Government, so often determine 
great issues of national policy. The Republicans are committed to 


economy and tax cuts. The President is anxious to appease the Re- 
National item in 
budget. And unification of the services is one means of reducing 
national defense expenditures without the last re. 
maining vestiges of our strength. 

That is the reasoning, and it appeals equally to the President 
in the White House and the Republicans on the Hill. The Presi- 
dent has in fact caused to be prepared in the White House a new 
draft of a unification plan, and this draft, thus far secret, has been 
sent to the Bureau of the Budget to be buttressed with economy 
arguments. Meanwhile the new and able Budget Director, James 
Webb, confronted with Army, Navy and Air Force requisitions 
which originally totaled over $15,000,000,000, has become a crusader 
for unification.

Webb’s reasoning appears on_its face to be almost 
unanswerable. The services’ demands for funds are 
not cleared through any central agency, or checked by such an 
agency against the true strategic requirement of the United States. 
Instead, each service grabs for what it can get, and the job of paring 
the demands is left to the uninformed Budget Bureau, the busy 
President and the totally unenlightened Congress. Thus, for each 
dollar spent, the country gets about 70 percent of the national defense 
that could be purchased for the same sum by better investment 
methods. The same rule obviously applies to manpower, also an 
acute problem. 

Besides the force of this argument, there are other ways in 
which the Navy's power to continue to obstruct unification has 
been gravely undermined. 

The admirals are asking in the neighborhood of $6,000,000.000. 
Their request will, of course, be cut, but our naval strength wil! 
certainly remain immeasurably greater than that of any other com- 
petitor. The British Navy, which would certainly be allied with ours 
in any conceivable future wars, has infinitely longer lines of com- 
munication to guard than ours. Yet its total manpower is about 
one-fourth of the American. The next rival is the Soviet fleet. 
which has virtually no surface craft, and consists almost wholiv of 
about 200 submarines. Why do we need a Navy so much larger 
than any potential challenger’s? 


Perhaps because the Navy's chieftains were conscious of a cer- 
tain loss of debating strength, they approached the recent Armvy- 
Navy talks on unification in the most co-operative spirit yet dis 
played: The conversations were carried on by Assistant Secretary 
of War Stewart Symington and Maj. Gen. Laurens Norstad for 
the Army, and Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal and Adm. 
Forrest Sherman for the Navy. The Army negotiators also aban- 
doned the effort to impose unification by dictate, which had done 


such immeasurable harm. 

For a time the outlook was hopeful. After 
Planned Well Symington and Norstad had conceded that the 
status of the Marines would remain untouched, and that the Navy 
would be permitted long-range, land-based aircraft for sea search, 
agreement was reached in principle on a modified merger plan. 
Under this plan, the responsibility for strategic, budgetary and 
other basic decisions would have been concentrated in a single 
civilian Secretary of the Common Defense, assisted by a Common 
Defense staff recruited from the three services. The services them- 
selves, headed by civilian secretaries or under-secretaries, would 
meanwhile have retained their administrative integrity. There 
were other trimmings, but this was the heart of the agreement, 
which was fair to all concerned. 

Forrestal and Sherman were sufficiently satisfied to reduce the 
plan to a written agreement, and to approve the agreement ver- 
bally. Then, however, something happened. So far as can be deter- 
mined, this something was another of those jacqueries of admirals, 
those risings of the oppressed and enraged higher ranks, which 
are a familiar phenomenon in naval history. At any rate, the 
agreement fell through. Therefore it now appears probable that the 
President will be forced to tell the Navy that this time obstruction 
of his wishes will be severely penalized. The existence of the 
tentative Forrestal-Sherman-Symington-Norstad agreement will 
make it much easier for the President to do so.

Southerners Must Oust Bilbo 


WASHINGTON—The Senators most perturbed over the cer- 
tainly impending ouster proceedings against Theodore G. Bilbo, of 
Mississippi, are his 21 colleagues from the solidly Democratic South. 

And the way these Southerners line up is bound to influence 
greatly both the form of attack upon Bilbo and the final result. 
The crucial question is whether the case is to be based on the 
exclusion of Negroes from the Democratic Primary in which Bilbo 
was nominated, or upon his shady dealings with Government con- 
tractors and others just now coming to light. 

If the complaint is pitched on the race issue, it is a foregone 
conclusion that every Senator from the South, excepting Pepper, 
of Florida. will support Bilbo. Ever since Reconstruction Days, 
after the War Between the States, when they were grossly misruled 
by Northern carpetbaggers, resistance to outside interference in 
their elections has been the most cherished political principle 


in all the former Confederate States. 

. On that point, Southern Senators will battle to 
Defend Bilbo 41,2 bitter end in defense of Bilbo, just as they 
have against Federal attempts to outlaw the poll tax. 

On the other hand, a majority of the Southern Senators have 
no use for Bilbo, and this goes even for the other Senator from 
Mississippi, James O. Eastland. 

If, the charges against Bilbo are confined to his financial rela- 
tions with persons seeking benefits from the Federal Government 
—voluminously disclosed before the Senate’s War Investigating 
Committee—there is a strong possibility that half or more of the 
Southern Senators will vote to oust him. 

It remains to be seen whether Northern Senators, Republi- 
cans and Democrats, who are shouting against Bilbo mainly to 
curry favor with Negro voters in their States, will permit the race 
issue to be subordinated. 

The nature of the charges to be pressed may be decided the first 
day of the new Congress, by vote on a motion to bar Bilbo from 
taking the oath. 


The Rule The accepted rule is that if the question goes to val- 

: idity of the Senator’s election he can be required 
to step aside temporarily or excluded permanently—either or 
both—by majority vote. The same holds if he is under the pro- 
scribed age of 30 years or otherwise falls short of constitutional 
requirements. 

But if it is conceded that the Senator is constitutionally quali- 

fied and elected, and for some other reason he is claimed to be 
unfit, the practice has been to permit him to take the oath, after 
which a two-thirds vote is required to expel him. 
Since Bilbo won nomination by a wide margin and only a hand- 
of Negroes actually applied for ballots and were excluded,

The Georgia athletic setup is one of the best in the South. 
Thanks to improvement made by the Navy during the war, 
the training quarters in Memorial Hall are large and well 
equipped.

American sugar industry. 

“There can be no doubt about 
our being in a terrible mess with 
our sugar program,” his statement 
said. 


“Unless the program is changed, 
we are certain to see less sugar 
produced in the United States and 
we will become more and more 
dependent on imports.” 


Jenkins’ report cautioned that 
complete sugar decontrol now 
would be “dangerous and unwise,” 
almost inevitably resulting in 
tremendous competitive bidding 
for available supplies, specula- 
tive hoarding and the grabbing of 
huge available stocks by the big 
sugar-consuming corporations. 


“All this would certainly oper- 
ate to the detriment of the house- 
wife,” Jenkins said. 


“For five years the housewife 
has received the short end of the 
sugar deal. Without any general 
access to black markets or incli- 
nation to use them even if avail- | 
able, she has been the easiest to 
regulate and the first to suffer 
real sugar curtailment.” 


Jenkins urged that any increase 
in 1947 sugar ration allowances 
should go entirely to individual 
household consumers, rather than 
to industrial users. 


“The fact is the industrial users 
have received throughout the war 
not only much larger proportions 
of this nation’s available sugar 
supplies than they ever received 
in prewar years, but even a great- 
er tonnage of sugar than industry 
used béfore the war,” he added.

Red Newsmen Complain 
Of U. S. MP's in Japan 


MOSCOW, Dec. 25—(#)—O. 
Kurganov, a Pravda §correspond- 
ent recently returned from Japan, 
reported Wednesday that he and 
other Soviet corregpondents were 
detained at Atsuga airdrome near 
Yokohama last August by U. S. 
Military Police after they had re- 
fused to be photographed in pro- 
file as well as full face. 


“Our reception at Atsuga air- 
drome was far from the general 
human concepts of democracy,” 
said Kurganov, in an article in 
Pravda. He said that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had originally landed at 
the same airport with remarks 
about a “great world democracy” 
on his lips. 


Kurganov reported that a “thick 
wall” of American MPs surround- 
ed his plane after it had been 
escorted into Japan by zooming 
American fighters. He declared 
that the Soviet journalists had re- 
fused to permit profile photos to 
be taken because that seemed “too 
insulting.”

‘Silent Night’; 
Woman Slain 


DENVER, Dec, 25—(7)—A bul- 
let fired just after a night club 
orchestra had finished playing “Si- 
lent Night” brought instant death 
to Mary Alice Barbee, 38, of Den- 
ver, Tuesday night. 

Wounded in the hand in a strug- 
gle after the shooting was Walter 
Cornelius Stolk, 42, who, Sheriff 
Herman Farney said, fired the fa- 
tal shot, and Harold E. Miller, hit 
in the leg by the same slug that 
went through Stolk’s hand.

After the party they decided to 
go to the night club for dinner. 

The orchestra had just played 
“Silent Night” in accompaniment 
to a vocal soloist while’ the crowd 
of dancers stood quietly under 
dimmed lights. 

As the lights went up the or- 
chestra swung into a dance tune 
and Johnson and Miss Barbee had 
just taken a few steps when Stolk 
fired from a distance of about 
three feet. Miss Barbee was hit 
in the head and died in Johnson’s 
arms. 

Stolk was overpowered by by- 
standers, but before he was 
knocked unconscious another shot 
was fired, wounding him and 
Miller. 

Sheriff Farney said he learned 
Stolk and Miss Barbee had been 
keeping company for some time. 
The Sheriff added that Stolk had 
been drinking heavily. 

Stolk is in Denver General Hos- 
pital under guard pending an in- 
vestigation.

Minutes before Japanese para- 
troopers seized the installation, the 
whole storage area was set afire.
